In the United States iii I OI 0 otic 
mother died for every 135 babies born 
and every eleventh baby born died 
before he was a year old. 
That these 
rates are excessive is shown in “Save 
the Youngest’' a bulletin issued by tile 
Children's 
Bureau. 
Six 
countries 
are shown to have a lower infant mor­ 
tality, und IG in a group of 17, a 
lower maternal 
mortality, than the 
United States. 
Not only do we lose 
more mothers in proportion to births 
than practically any other civilized 
country, but we apparently lose more 
on an average each year than the 
year before. 
Whereas in other coun- 
trles there bas been a decrease iii the 
death rate from childbirth, the rate in 
the United Slates rose from 6.1 per 
I,(MHI births in 1915 to G.2 in HMG, G G 
in IIM? and 7.4 in 15MU. 
Moreover, in 
this country there is no appreciable 
decrease in the proportion of babies 
who die from causes largely connect­ 
ed with Muir care and the condition of 
the mother. 
Experience bas proved, the bulle­ 
tin points out, that 
thousands 
of 
deaf lls of botli mothers and babies 
could be prevented every year by pub­ 
lic measure for the protection of ma­ 
ternity und infancy. 
Measures which 
have proved successful In preventing 
this waste of life among mothers aud 
ballies include the following: 
Prompt 
and accurate birth registration, health 
centers, public health nurses, special 
dillies, trained attendance at child­ 
birth, adequate hospital service, (‘(In­ 
cut ion of the mother in maternity and 
child hygiene, aud education for the 
general public in the significance of 
and necessity for maternal and iiitunt 
health.

merely suggested project more fre­ 
quently cornea into its own, because 
what might be culled the spirit of the 
capital of tin? republic enters Into the 
proposal for Home Lh I ag worthy to be 
done. 
Two years ago, Ju*f after I had re­ 
turned from field service in Frame, 
ltupcrt Hughes, the novelist, came to 
nu* and asked me for sentiment's sake, 
und for the nuke of the news, to write 
a story concerning the plan for un 
Immense Victory building which It wus 
proposed to erect in Washington iii 
memory of (lie dead of the American 
armies. 
I wrote the article, told of the heart 
interest of Mrs. Henry F. I hillock of

lo the dead of all our wurs, Is un as­ 
sured filet, and that the breaking of 
the ground for the 
structure 
will be tlx* work of the coming autumn. 
Carrying Out Washington's Ideas. 
Out of 
virtually 
baseless 
stories 
sometimes good cull spring. 
For I la- 
better part of ii century there have 
been Intermittent tules printed with 
every earmark of truthfulness that 
George Washington loft a large sum 
of money for the establishment of un 
educational institution in Ma* capital of 
the republic, und that this money, hav­ 
ing never been used, still was Iii the 
treasury of the United States, aud that 
it now was purposed to put it to this 
good use or to that good use In Loop­ 
ing with tlx* spirit (»f the educational 
intention of the great giver.

On the ground floor there will 
lie rooms set aside for the archives or 
relics of tin* Union's great struggles. 
The structure will commemorate the 
deeds of the men and women id 177d, 
as It w ill those of th** men and women 
of 1917. Taking It nil in all. this struc­ 
ture. barring the capitol of the United 
States, will be the finest building in 
the city of Washington and, perhaps 
it Is nor too much to jaay. nine of the 
really commanding structures of the 
country.
